‘Historian Writes Account Of 
Coast Guard-Rum Ru 


By LAWRENCE E. WILL 

Johnnie Robinson, who died 
here a few days ago, was quiet, 
mild mannered and soft 
spoken, a carpenter by trade. 
You'd never suspect that he 
had once engaged in a des- 
perate, hand to hand, life and 
death duel with one of the most 
vicious criminals who ever dis- 
graced South Florida, a man 
who had probably lost count 
of the lives he had taken. In 
this battle three men were kill- 
ed and three critically injured 

Back during those wild Pro- 
hibition days, Johnny Robin- 
son was a Boatswains Mate 
First Class in the О. 5. Coast 
Guard, serving at Base 6 in 
Ft. Lauderdale. At that time 1 
was operating а boat yard 
there, the only one able to haul 
ош the 75-foot Patrol boats, 
as well as the smaller Picket 
boats. It wasn't unusual to have 
a picket boat and а rum run- 
ner on the cradle side by side. 
While not playing tag at sca. 
the crews fraternized ashore. 
the smugglers slippin cases of 
hooch to their opponents. Be- 
fore long | became well ac- 
quainted with both the Guards- 
men and the smugglers. The 
story of this hijacking I learn- 
ed by word of mouth from 
Robinson, Caudill and Holl: 


“thigsworth, as well as in writ- 


ing from Caudill and Tuten. 
so you may be sure this is a 
true account. 


On this beautiful Sunday 
morning the Coast Guard Pa- 
trol Boat CG249 left the base 
at Ft. Lauderdale to transport 
а Secret Service man, Robert 
E. Weaver, to Bimini to in- 
vestigate the circulation of 
counterfeit U. S. money in the 
Bahamas, When about 35 miles 
ош they intercepted and cap- 
turéd a boat loaded with 41 
cases of whiskey. The captain 
and owner was none other than 
James Horace Alderman, 44 
years of age, tall, tough and 
wicked. At one time he had 
run charter fishing boats in 
the Ten Thousand Islands but 
smuggling was more lucrative. 
He surreptitiously imported 
Chinamen, landing them on 
some mosquito infested man- 
grove island, or knocking them 
in the head and tossing them 
overboard if about to be ap- 
prehended. Once he robbed 
the Seminole, Josie Billy of 
$500 and left him for Фад. 
For this he spent two years 
in Raiford, At another time 
he carelessly hired a cook who 
happened to be a customs a- 
gent, which earned him a year 
in Atlanta. In 1923 be trans- 
ferred his operations to the 
East Coast. 

On this day in 1927 Alder- 
man's boat was made fast to 
the patrol boat. Alderman and 
his helper. a Conch named 
Robert Weech were ordered 
aboard, but Alderman asked 
permission to get some clothes,

which otherwise would have 
been confiscated. Instead, he 
, got his revolver and walked 
to the pilot house where the 
skipper, Sidney C. Sanderlin, 
was radioing his report to the 
base. Hal Caudill tells me that 
till then, Coast Guard men 
seldom wore their guns, for 
the rum runners never offered 
resistance, and besides, if a 
crew man lost his gun it cost 
him $40. 

Aldérman reached inside the 
door, picked up the revolver 
on a shelf, and shot the skip- 
per dead. Then, seeifig the.en- 
gineer, Victor A. Lamby, stand- 
ing on the ladder in the en- 
gine room hatchway, he shot 
him in the body. Lamby fell 
between the engines, fatally 
wounded. 


JOHNNIE ROBINSON 
The rum boat was being un- 
loaded by Johnnie Robinson, 
Hal Caudill and L. F. Tuten, 
who were passing the sacks to 
Jodie L. Hollingsworth, the 
cook, and the Secret Service 
man, who piled them on the 
forward deck. Alderman or- 
dered the latter two onto his 
boat, at which Johnnie threw 
a wrench at him, but missed. 
Alderman directed Weech to 
go down into the patrol boat's 
engine room, disconnect "the 
gasoline lines and flood the 


ficer by Airlift International 
Airlines, Miami, for about 15 
years. 

A native of Florida, he was 
born April 29, 1926, in Ft 
Lauderdale, He attended Belle 
Glade High School in tbe 
1930's and later medical school 
in Chicago. 

Survivors include his moth- 
er, Mrs. Mabel B. Lamb, Belle 
Giade; four brothers, Harry 
Н. Lamb, Belle Glade, Mau- 
rice E. Lamb, Lake Worth, 
Larry L. Lamb, Dallas, Ga., 
and Jackson R. Lamb, Hous- 
ion, Texas; two sisters, Mrs. 
Mabel Gilbert of Chipley, Flo- 
rida and Mrs. Bonnie Lee Key 
of Miami.

boat, then set her afire, Weech 
opened the lines but refused 
10 start the fire since the en- 
gineer was still living and he 
didn't want to burn him alive. 

Alderman shouted, "Shoot 
him! He's going to bell any- 
Фау! I'm going to shoot all 
these guys and feed them to 
the sharks!" 

Weech then protested that 
he had no matches, Alderman 
said, "Hold my guns on these 
fellows, I'll set her afire my- 
self! 

Hoping to dissuade him, Tu- 
ten spoke up, “If you throw a 
match in there with all that 
gas in the bilges, you'll blow 
up both these boats, and mo- 
body will have a chance.” 

This caused Alderman to 
change his mind. 'He told 
Weech to go start the engine 
in the rum runner. Alderman 
then sat on the cabin of his 
boat, holding both guns on 
Webster, Tuten, Caudill, Rob- 
inson and Hollingsworth, who 
were crowded onto the small 
after deck. Weech started the 
engine, but it sputtered amd 
missed. Alderman glanced 
down to tell his helper what to 
do. Knowing that they were 
already as good as dedd, the 
crewmen seized this desperate 
chance to rush him. Webster 
apd Tuten, who were in front. 
cach grabbed for a wrist. Web- 
ster died instantly, but Tuten 
held one wrist while Caudill 
grabbed the other. He would 
have gotten shot in the face, 
but Robinson, leaping forward 
had bumped him from the line 
of fire. Tuten, holding a wrist 
with one hand, with the other 
hand grasped the gun barrel 
and twisted if from Alderman's 
grasp. and began beating him. 
with the butt. Another man 
was framming him with а paint 
scraper, while Robinson was 
stabbing frantically with 4n ice 
pick. In the scrimmage the 
cook, Jodie Hollingsworth, had 
been shot through: one arm. 
while another bullet went clear 
through his face, destroying 
опе eye, and knocking him 
overboard 

Weech, scared to-death, and 
forgetting his gun, climbed out 
the forward hatch, but Cau- 
dill was right behind, snapping 
the trigger of his gun, but Al- 
derman had already fired ай 
the cartridges. Johnnie arrived 
and beat Weech down, then 
while Caudill was below get- 
ting Weech's gun, he threw 
the man overboard. 

Аз the last man was leaving 
the rum runner, somehow the 
reverse lever had gotten push-

breaking loose from the patrol 
boat. The latter's small boat 
was lowered and the rum boat 
recovered.

Alderman was still alive, but 
Tuten afterward said that he 
had taken the worst beating 
and stabbing that he had ever 
seen a man take and live.

Johnnie Robinson radioed to 
the base, the gas lines Were con- 
nected, the bilges pumped out 
and ffushed, and the boat head- 
ed for home under one engine.
